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CLAIMS 

1. (previously presented) A method for saving a submitted fbim of a web page, said method 
comprising: 

receiving, from a user by a browser ^plication executed in a client system, data for a fonn in 
a web page; and 

prior to submission of the form with the data to a server system hosting the web page, the 
browser application automatically saving an address of the web page, the data provided from the user 
for the fonnrand at least one field identifier for associating the data to at least one respective field of 
the fomi, into a volatile memory system of the client system, wherein the address, the data aad the at 
least one field identifier are still stored in the volatile memory system after the browser jgjplication is 
closed. 

2, (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1 , ftirther comprising: 

in response to the user opening the browser application that had been closed and again 
requesting retrieval of the web page, retrieving the web page from the server system; 

detecting a match between the saved address and the address of the retrieved web page, and 
in response to detecting a match between the saved address and the address of the retrieved 
web page, automatically filling in the form of the web page with the data stored in. the volatile 
memory system. 

3 . (original) The method according to Clairh 2, wherein automatically filling in tibie form of the web 
page with the data stored in the volatile memory system further comprises: 

parsing, by the browser application, ttie data for the form; and 
displaying, by the browser application, the form with the data. 

4, (previously presented) The method according to Claim 2, wherein: 

said automatically filling comprises automatically filling in the form of the web page with the 
data only in response to the user responding with an affirmative response to a query by the browser 
application regarding whether the user wishes to fill in the form with the data saved in the volatile 
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memoTy system. 

5, (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1, fuxtiher comprising: 

determining whether the requested web page hm a submittable fortn; and 
only in response to the requested web page having the submittable fbrtn, implementin& by 
the browser application^ the receiving and saving steps. 

6, (previously presented) The method according to Qaim 1 , wherein saving an address of the web 
page and the data provided from the user for the form further comprises: 

calling a clipboard operation of an operating system on which the browser application 
operates to save the address, the data, and the at least one field identifier into the volatile memory 
system, 

7, (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1 , fiarther comprising; 

in response to the data for the form being successfiiUy submitted to the server system and the 
browser applioatioja receiving a request for a next web page &om the user, erasing the data S:om the 
volatile memory system- 
s' (previously presented) A system for saving a submitted form of a web page, said system 
comprising: 

a processing unit; and 

a storage system coupled to said processing irait and storing abrowser application executable 
by the processing imit, wherein said storage system includes a volatile memory system and wherein 
said browser application includes: 

means for receiving, fiom a of the system, data for a form in a web page; and 
means for automatically saving an address of the web page, the data provided from 
the user for the foim, and at least one field identifier for associating the data to at least one 
respective field of the form, into the volatile memory system prior to submission of the forai 
with the data to a server system hosting the web page, wherein the address, the data, atid the 
at least one fidd identifier are still stored in the volatile memory system after the browser 
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9. ^evioxisly presented) The system according to Claim 8, further comprising: 

means for retrieving the weh page from the server system in response to the user opening the 
browser application that had been closed and again requesting retrieval of the web page; 

means for detecting a match between the saved address and the address of the retrieved web 
page; and 

means, responsive to detecting a match between the saved address and the address of the 
retrieved web page, for automatically filling in the form of the web page with the data stored in the 
volatile memory system, 

1 0. (original) The system according to Claim 9, wherein said means for automatically filling in the 
form of the web page with the data stored in the volatile memory sjrstem fiirther comprises: 

means for parsing, by the browser ^plication, the data for the forai; and 
means for displaying, by the browser application^ the form with the data, 

11. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, wherein : 

said system furttier comprises means for querying, by the browser application, whether the 
user wishes to fill in the form using the data saved in the volatile memory system in response to a 
match between the address of the requested web page and the address stored in the volatile memory 
system; and 

said means for automatically fiUing comprises means for automatically filling said form only 
in response to the browser appUcation receiving an indication that the user wishes to fill in the form 
with the data saved in the volatile memory system, 

12. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, further comprising: 

means for detennining whether the requested web page has a snbmittable form; and 
means for implementing, by the browser application^ the receiving and saving steps only in 
response to the requested web page having the submittable form. 
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13. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, wherein said means for saving an 
address of the web page and the data provided &om tibie user fox the form further comprises: 

means for calling a clipboard operation of an operating system on which the browser 
apphcation operates to save the address, the data, and the at least one field identifier into the volatile 
memory sj^tcm. 

14. (previously presented) The system according to Claim further comprising: 

means for erasing the data fi-om the volatile inemory system in response to the data for the 
form being successfully submitted to the server system and the browser application receiving a 
request for a next web page fi-om the user, 

15. (previously presented) A program product for saving a submitted fbxm of a web page, said 
program product comprising: 

instmction means for receiving, from a user by a browser application executed in a client 
system, data fox a form in a web page; 

instruction means for automatically saving an address of the web page, the data provided 
jBcom the user for the form, and at least one field identifier for associatiag tlxe data to at least one 
respective field of the form, into a volatile memory system of the client system prior to subtnission of 
the form with the data to a server system hosting the web page, wherein the address, the data, and the 
at least one field identifier are still stored in the volatile memory system after the browser ^plication 
is closed; and 

computer usable media bearing said instruction means for receiving and said instruction 
means for saving, 

16. (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, further comprising: 

instruction means for retrieving the web page from the server system in response to the user 
opening the browser application that had been clo sed and again requesting retrieval of the web page; 

instmction means for detecting a match between the saved address and the addre$$ of the 
retrieved web page, and 

instruction means, responsive to detecting amatch between the saved address and the address 
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of tibie retrieved web page, for automatically fiUing in the foim of the web page with the data stored 
in the volatile memory system. 

17» (original) The program product according to Claim 16^ wherein said jxistxaction means for 
automatically filling in the form of the web page with the data stored in the volatile memory system 
further comprises: 

instruction means for parsing, by the browser application, the data for the form; and 
instruction means for displaying, by the browser ^jpUcation, the forai with the data^ 

18. (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, wherein: 

said program product further comprises instruction means for querying, by the browser 
application, whether the user wishes to fill in the form using the data saved in the volatile memory 
system in response to a match between the address of the requested web page and the address stored 
in the volatile memory system; and 

said instruction means for filling comprises instruction means for filling said form with the 
saved data only in response to the browser application receiving an indication that the user wishes to 
fill in the form with the data saved in the volatile memory system. 

1 9. (original) The program product according to Claim 1 8, further comprising; 

instruction means for determining whether the requested web page has a submittable form; 

and 

instruction means for implementing, by the browser application* the xeceiviag and saving 
steps only in response to the requested web page having the submittable form. 

20. (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, wherein said instruction 
means for saving an address of the web page and the data provided ftom the user for the form finther 
comprises: 

instruction means for calling a clipboard operation an operating system on which the browser 
application operates to save the address, the data, and the at least one field identifier into the volatile 
memory system- 
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21 . (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, further comprisiixg: 

instruction means for exasijig the data fix>m the volatile memory system in response to the 
data for the form being successfully submitted to the server system and the browser explication 
receiving another request for a next web page from the user. 
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
